Some sort of craft always found shelter at the 
lace, even before the Ard-Ri Laoghaire built 
ig dun, or fort, in the days of St. Patrick. 

The big harbour, which encloses it, was only 
begun in 1817. The new construction extended 
over 42 years, and the searred face of Dalkey 
Hill still.shows whence most of the stone was 
dug and blasted before it was hewn and set as 
the bulwark to Kirgstown’s front. It was 
finished in 1859, amd is at least remarkable, if it 
were for nothmg else, as containing the greatest 
area Of any artificial ship shelter in Ireland or 
Great Britain.

In 
later days he has taken some part in political 
negotiations, and the qualities of moderation 
which he has displayed have given him a wide 
influence throughout the country. 

His mind con passes the widest interests. A 
brilliant mathematician, he is also a philoso- 
pher and a humanist. He is as proficient in 
the lore of St. Cyprian as he is in Cartesian co- 
ordinates, and can be equally interesting on 
St. Thomas Aquinas and Henri Ber ) AGS a 
theologian he has no superior in Ireland. Some 
of his writings bear the stamp of an austere 
d ist, whereas his published sermons, 
under the title of Via Domini, are instinct with 
the broadest spirit of Christian tolerance. 

The contrast is exemplified in his character. 
There are times when Dr. Bernard can be an 
almost relentless martinet; generally he is the 
kindest and most charming of men: His smile 
is irresistible; his frown is rare, but compelling. 
He has the power of making the cal 
undergraduate feel at ease in his presence; he 
also has the pa of making him feel the 
most miserable wretch in existence. . The 
Provost ts a favour with the suave ur- 
banity a polished diplomatist. He gi an 
order with the easy confidence. of a “Stadion 
der4in-Chief, and the order is always obeyed.

ORIGINAL MOTION 
PICTURES. 


Dublin Claims the Honour. 


Few people are aware that to Dublin belongs 
the honour of showing the iirst motion pictures 
either in Great Britam or Ireland. 
exhibition took place towards the close of the 
year 1894, and ‘the circumstances in which it 
was held are worth on record. A 
French scientist, M. Lumiere, unable to rent a 
ball or other public place in London to show 
his invention, a cinematograph apparatns, tried 
some of the larger towns, but without success. 
Then he came over to Dublin, and, after some 

with the laie “ Dan ” Lowry, 
e old Star Theatre of Varieties, 
known as the Empire P eatre, 
ictures there. 
at last secured his hall the inventor 
waa still confronted with other difficulties. The 
apparatus was fixed up, but then the all- 
important question of suitable light arose. There 
were no propér arc lampa for lantern work in 
those good old days, and it after all, 
that the “show” could not go on. Poor 
Lumiere was nearly in despair when the laie 
Mr. Adam’ Findlater, interested in the novelty 
of the experiment, volunteered to lend a 
dynamo from his own works. A gas engine was 
supplied by Crossley Brothers, and all the ap- 
phiances were erected in the saloon bar of the 
theatre. After that everything went smoothly.

PAPER MONEY. 


_ Even where a gold (or other metal) standard 
is in forte, paper money must be used to su 
plement it, to an extent that depends on t 
volume of trade or pfoduction. But it must 
not be forgotten that, even so, the gold is the 
standard. Take England before the war. The 
bank note was of no intrinsic value; if vou 
looked at it it was simply a promise to pay & 
sovereign, or sO many sovereigns, on demand. 
You vould not oblige a shopkeeper to take it; 
he would be entitied to demand gold in dis- 
charge of the debt you owed him; but, if you 
took ib to. the bank of issue, that bank was 
bound to give you ite face value in golden 
sovereigns. The bank dares not refuse; if it 
does it means a bank failure; the shutters must 
be put up and the Court of Chancery take pos- 
session. 

Silver and copper were (and are) merely 
subsidiary coins, used for change in small trans- 
actions, deriving their value from legislative 
enactment, and not being legal tender beyond 
a certain very limited a i, Accordingly, we 
had in the pre-war U Kingdom a gold 
standard, the paper money being merely a 
promise to pay so much gold, and being imme 
diately convertible into gold; the gold being 
legal tender to any amount; r mcney not 

tender at all; and silver and copper 
coins being legal tender to a merely negligibie 
amount.

Ships of war are often in the harbour, and 
sometimes outside may be seen the proudest 
fleets of the British Navy, while at times it 
will contain. a bewildering variety of fishing and 
tramp craft and other types of vessels of less 
conseqnence. ' 

The coal quay at old Dunleary ix often a busy 
place. Near by fisherfolk are engaged on the 
shore tasks connected with their calling, and 
not far off artisans work on ponderous looking 
buoys, which in their size and variety are a 
sight to create wonder. 


BATTLE GROUNDS OF KINGS. 


The Royal associations of Kingstown Harbour 
date from the Sth century. 1,500 years ago 
a king gave both town and harbour birth. 
He was a man of spirit, the Ard-Ri Laoghaire, 
who, notwithstanding his baptism by St. Patrick, 
and his repudiation of a pagan faith, denied him- 
self nothing of ancient custom in his burial, 
and ordered that he be interred—‘‘standing, with 
my face to the Leinster men.” From either 
pier head one sees mountains overshadowing 
valleys that were constantly the battle grounds 
of kings, where every tread presses above 
the long-mingled dust of native or stranger, 
who, in different senses, died for Ireland. 

In the fa: view the eye is attracted by the 
Three Rock Mountain, below which, in 1399, 
King Richard Il. Knighted young Harry of 
Lancaster, later the hero of Agincourt, and 
the future Henry V. of England. MacMorrough 
on. that occasion baulked Richard of a battle 
which might have turned the wheel of fortune 
in favour of the ill-fated King. ; 

Other kings have stood on the same ground, 
but. Dalkey saw their landings. Kingstownians 
make that admission, without a blush, to a 
port which presumes to claim the birthright of 
Dublin. Mr. John R. Eyre put forth the sug- 
gestion, and said enough to show it arguable, 
that Dalkey was the “ Cirttas Fhlane,”” o 
which the Greek geographer, Claudius Ptolemy, 
wrote in the second century. 

However that may be, Kingstown was a 
favourite port for Lords Deputy and Viceroys 
lone before there was a pier there Mr. 
Elrington Ball gave evidence that Dunleary 
for which Norman and ‘Tudor ha 
shown some favour, had in Cromwell’ 
day attracted attention as an _ importan 
landing place, and warships of the period la 
out in the roads now occupied by Kingstow 
Harbour. 

The wall of old Dunleary Harbour was bui’’ 
only in 1765. Dean Swift relates how, in 171€ 
he hired Dunleary boatmen to take him to a 
Admiralty yacht, in which he _ sailed fo 
England. 

Sir Anthony St. Leger, Viceroy of Ireland 
ambarked from this port in 1554, as did. : 
1709, Their Excellencies the Earl and Countes 
of Wharton, and the Duke of Bedford in 1; 
and 1760. In 1672 the second Earl of Ess 
landed there as Vicerov of Ireland, and t! 
Karl of Anglesey, in 1741, had to come ashor 
in an oared host, as slso did the Duke and 


Duchess of Dorset in 17553. 
IRISH PARLIAMENT'S PLAN. 


The Earl of Carlisle, in 1780, enjoyed the use 
of old PDunleary pier, ide which also ships 
of war had been repaired. Another Viceroy, 
the Earl of Northington, came in 1783, and the 
Marquis of Buckingham in 1787. By this time 
Kingstown had become a fashionable seaside 
resort, and the Irish Parliament was already 
discussing projects for a better harbour for the 
port of Dublin. Dalkey was mooted, and sug- 
gestions made to connect it by a canal with 
the capital. Then Howth received favourable 
notice, hut the fimal choice fell on Nwvnlearv. 
when the British Parliament adopted the 
scheme whirva brought the present harbour into 


Te crowned obelisk. standing on four large 
cannon balls, on a rock above the entrance to 
‘the Carlisle Pier, dates the departure of King 
George IV. in 1822 from the then partially-built 
harbour.
